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The  following  extracts  from  the 


very  able  and  interesting  address  of 
the  Earl  of  Ellesmere,  at  the  anni- 
versary meeting  of  the  Royal  Geo- 
graphical Society,  in  London,  on 
the  28ih  of  May,  185.5,  will  show 
how  many  adventurous  travelers  are 
engaged  in  penetrating  her  hilherto 
mysterious  regions,  observing  her 
long-hidden  tribes  and  nations,  and 
opening  to  the  knowledge  of  man- 
kind her  geographical  features  and 
agricultural  and  commercial  resour- 
ces. The  explorations  of  Dr.  Liv- 
ingston and  others  have  been  much 
exieiided,  and  much  added  to  our 
information  concerning  Africa  since 
this  address  was  written.  Dr.  Liv- 
ingston has  since  recrossed  the  con- 
tinent. Dr.  Barth  has  returned,  and 
his  work  on  Africa  is  in  the  course 
of  publication.  Mr.  Anderson  has 
returned  and  published  his  “Lake 
N’gami,  and  explorations  for  four 
years  in  the  wilds  of  Southern  Af- 
rica.” Lt.  Burton,  with  a resolution 
and  boldness  seldom  equalled,  has 
given  to  his  country  a record  of  his 
adventurous  travelsto  “ Harrar”  and 
“Berbera,”  and  is  about  to  start,

under  the  direction  of  the  Royal  Geo- 
graphical Society,  for  East  Africa,  for 
the  purpose  of  penetrating  to  the  in- 
ner sea  of  Uniamese,  and  if  possible 
to  the  sources  ofthe  Nile.  I'he  misA 
sionary  Rebmann  has  recently  dis-j 
covered  the  Lake  of  Ukerewe,  or 
sea  of  Uniamese,  in  Equatorial  Af- 
rica. This  sea  is  represented  as 
lying  between  the  equ.ator  and  10® 
south  latitude,  and  between  23®  and 
nearly  33°  east  longitude  from  Green- 
wich. This  sea  is  said  to  have  twice 
the  area  of  the  Black  Sea  and  Sea 
of  Azoff.  The  following  are  ex- 
tracts, slightly  abridged,  from  the 
address  of  the  Earl  of  Ellesmere : 

“ Our  meetings  for  the  year  have 
been  rich  in  the  results  of  African 
exploration.  Dr.  Livingston’s  un- 
paralleled journey  from  tlie  Cape  of 
Good  Hope  through  the  interior  has 
since  the  last  anniversary  been  con- 
tinued with  perfect  success  as  far  as 
Loando,  in  the  Portuguese  territory 
on  the  west  coast.  # * # 

“ From  Cassange  he  proceeded 
to  Loando,  where  he  was  received 
with  unbounded  favor  and  hospital- 
ity by  the  Portugue.'c  authorities 
and  the  whole  population.  Heavy 
rain  constantly  occurred  throughout 
the  journey.  The  whole  route  passed 
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^over  n plateau  of  extreme  fertility, 
well  watered  and  populou.s-,  and 
' ji|reat  hopes  are  entertained  of  its 
lieinjr  laid  open  to  commerce  and 
l^civdi'/.ation. 

•'  The  London  Missionary  Society 
had  received  a communicaiioti  from 
the  Rev.  Robert  Moffat,  who  is  sia 
tioned  at  Kuruntan,  and  has  resided 
nearly  forty  years  in  Sr)nth  Africa. 
This  veteran  missionary  started  in 
June,  1S54,  witli  supplies  to  his 
brave  son-in  law,  Dr.  Livinirston, 
accompanied  by  two  traders,  iMessrs. 
Chapman  and  Kdwards.  Tins  jour- 
ney occupied  seven  months,  and  it 
is  alone  of  great  interest,  relating 
to  a beauiibil  and  well-watered 
country,  occujiied  by  a very  power- 
ful chief  and  warlike  people.  The 
dominions  of  this  ruler,  naiind 
Moselekatse,  extend  Irom  the  rncr 
Zainbese  southwards  over  an  im 
mense  territory,  to  the  river  Lim- 
)>opo,  and  eastwards  towards  the 
river  Shash,  a tributary  of  the  Lim- 
popo. Ii  IS  inhabited  by  Matabcle, 
or  Zulus  of  the  original  stock,  and 
by  several  o lier  tribes,  including 
the  Bakone  on  the  south,  the  Ma- 
shona  on  the  north,  the  Batonga, 
vs.c.  Tiie  town  of  Matlokotloko,  in 
the  Mashona  country,  where  .Vlose- 
lekatse  was  residing,  is  ten  days  to 
the  souihward  of  the  Zanibese  river, 
i The  Mashona  sjieak  the  language 
'l  of  the  Makalaka,  a dialect  of  the 
j Sechiiana,  which  was  reduced  to  a 
j wriiten  form  by  Mr.  Moffat,  who  has 
■ .also  translated  and  printed  the  Rible 
, jti  that  widely  spread  tongue.  Mr. 

' Aloffat  succeeded  in  forw'arding  the 
supplies  for  Dr.  Livingston  to  his 
friend  Sekeletu  at  Linyantc,  and 
established  the  most  friendly  re- 
lations with  Moselekatse,  who  could 
.scarcely  be  persuaded  to  part  with 
him,  and  at  last  gave  him  an  escort 
and  supplies  for  the  entire  journey 
to  Kiirumaii.”  # 

“In  the  southwestern  portion  of 


[the  continent,  Mr.  Anderson,  the 
I companion  of  Mr.  Galton,  has  con- 
itinued  with  much  success  his  ex- 
j plorations  of  the  interior.  * * 

A journey  of  200  miles  performed 
in  seveniy-seven  hours  lirought  him 
, to  the  Lake  N’gami.  * * His 

I narrative  contains,  besides  iiis  own 
j researches,  some  account  of  a 
I Grujiia  expedition  north  of  the  lake, 
' and  much  important  geographical 
i information,  particularly  as  to  the 
[Namaqua  country,  with  accurate 
! latitudes  of  upw  ards  of  sixty  places. 

! “ Chadda. — Two  hundred  and 

I fifty  miles  o(  the  course  ol  the  Chadda 
j above  the  town  of  Dagbo,  reached 
j by  Allen  and  Oldfield,  have  been 
added  to  our  maps.  Fiiendly  in- 
tercourse with  the  natives  has  been 
esiabli.'hed  with  much  jironiise  tor 
: coninierce  and  philanthropy,  and 
i much  geographical  and  oth,-r  inf  r- 
I maiion  oldiiineil  :is  lo  the  coniuries 
: anrl  tribes  of  the  interior.  Th  s ad- 
mirably conducted  expedition  oc- 
cu;iied  aliout  four  months,  from  the 
' 12ih  July  to  the  7 li  of  November. 

'I'his  signal  and  encouraging  succr.-s 
I IS  mainly  due  to  the  skill  ;in<l  care 
of  Dr.  Baikie,  Surgeon  R N.,  on 
whom  the  command  of  ilie  expidi- 
tion  devolved  in  consequence  ot  the 
I lamented  death  of  j\lr.  Consul  Bee- 
I croft.  Dr.  Baikie’s  observaiions  w ill 
* shortly  be  published,  together  wuh 
^ a chart  of  the  river  by  Mr.  May,  R. 

I N.,  who  accompanieil  Dr.  Baikie  as 
a volunteer,  by  permission  of  his 
I commanding  officer,  our  associate. 
Captain  Miller,  R.  N.,  and  made  the 
1 survey  of  this  great  navigable  stream 
for  some  six  hundred  miles  of  its 
[ course. 

1 “Portuguese. — The  expedition, 

I commanded  by  Colonel  Monteiro, 
and  military  in  respect  of  numbers 
and  equipments,  jienetrated  from 
I Tete,  on  the  river  Zanibese,  about 
i 23°  south  latitude,  to  the  Cazembe 
I territory,  towards  lake  Mupo,  near 
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Lunda,  which  it  reached.  The  va-  |j 
rious  tribes  on  the  route  are  minute-  i 
ly  described,  and  the  descriptions  j 
are  illustrated  Ly  some  colored  en- 
^ravini/s,  which  present  strong  evi- 
dence of  fidelity.  The  distance 
marched  appears  to  have  been  some 
three  hundred  Portuguese  leagues, 
in  a direction  somewhat  to  the  west 
of  north,  very  fertile  tracts  were 
traversed,  and  the  communities  en- 
countered presented  a ratlier  ad- 
vanced state  of  barbarous  civiliza- 
tion. 

“ Lieut.  Burton’s  achievement,  a 
visit  to  Harar,  is  not  to  be  measured 
by  the  time  which  it  occupied.  Pre- 
viously unvisited  by  Europeans,  it! 
was  found  in  many  respects  to  justify 
the  earnest  desire  entertained  by  a 
dec-eased  and  disiinguished  member 
of  this  Society,  Sir  C.  Malcom,  for 
its  exploration.  Though  at  no  great 
distance  from  ihat  Torrid  Coast  line, 
where  few  but  salamanders  can  ' 
breathe,  its  elevation  of  some  5,000 
feet  gives  it  the  advantage  of  a co.m- 
paratively  temperate  climate.  [ 

“ Darfur. — The  bulletin  of  the  ! 
Geographical  Society  contains  an 
interesting  notice  of  Darfur,  gath-  | 
ered  from  the  d’jellahs  or  native 
carriers,  employed  by  the  merchants 
for  the  traffic  wiih  that  country.  i 
Some  ofthe  reports  ofthese  |)ersons,  I 
after  all  allowance  for  exaggeration,  |j 
are  calculated  to  excite  curiosity.  ji 
They  speak  of  a tnotintain  country  I 
south  of  Darfur,  whicli  no  one  not 'j 
born  in  its  precincts  is  allowed  to  visit 
and  which,  though  tributary  to  the 
Sultan  of  Darfur,  lie  equally  respects 
in  virtueofsome  hereditary  tradition. 
In  another  quarter  report  speaks  of 
the  luins  of  a city  of  vast  extent. 
These  notices  have  been  carefully  | 
collected  by  M.  Cuny,  with  a view  | 
to  a journey  on  his  own  part  to 
Darfur.” 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Koyal  Geo-  II 


crraphical  Society,  January  14,  18.56, 
three  letters  from  Dr.  Vogel  o Dr. 
Barth  were  read. — (Communiv  ated 
by  the  Foreign  Office.) 

The*  first  letter  was  dated  Ja  tuary 
30th,  1855,  from  Gugeba,  a town  of 
about  three  thousand  inhabitants; 
the  second,  February  16th,  t'n  tn 
Yakoba  ; and  some  ofthe  infcrma- 
lion  they  contain  has  already  been 
published.  In  them  he  announces 
the  following  provisional  determi- 
nations of  latitudes  and  longitudes. 
Theforrnerof these  may  beriepe  <ded 
on  to  two  minutes,  and  the  larter  to 
five  minutes.  He  mentions  that  a 
great  many  observations  have  been 
taken,  but  that  they  are  not  yet  work- 
ed out.

Dr.  Vogel  bears  a high  tribute  to 
the  accuracy  of  Dr.  Barth’s  rating. 
The  third  letter  contains  more  re- 
cent accounts;  it  is  dated  Gombe, 
June  5ih,  1855.  Dr.  Vogel  tind 
Maguire  had  been  very  unwell  iti 
the  neighborhood  of  Yakoba,  a town 
larger  than  east  and  west  Kuka  to- 
gether, situated  on  a rocky  plateau, 
in  a bare  and  stony  district.  He 
had  thrice  endeavored  to  penetrate 
to  Adamavva,  and  in  doing  so  cross- 
ed the  Benue  at  the  point  where 
the  steamer  had  anchored  ; of  which 
fact  “ numberless  empty  pickle  jars 
and  brandy  bottles  gave  unmistake- 
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able  proof.”  Noxt  lie  arrived  at  !i 
Tiiidarg,  where  the  accident  of  a i 
pack-liorse  hein^r  liiirt  forlunalely  ! 
prevented  him  from  joining  a party  1 
of  fifty,  wlin  endeavoied  to  force  the  i 
road  to  Yola,  which  had  oeen  I 
sstcpped  by  the  Bashama.  All  but 
two  of  these  were  killed  the  same  j| 
day.  Thence  he  returned  to  Gotnbe.  ii 
He  has  left  letters,  in  case  another  j 
steamer  should  be  despatciied  up  | 
the  Tshadda. 


At  the  request  of  the  President, 
Sir  R.  Murchison  introduced  to  the 
meeting  a proposal  ofDr.  Haikie’s  to 
extend  discovery  up  the  Niger  and 
Chadda.  He  said  that,  being  as 
zealous  as  ever  in  the  cause  of  Af- 
rican discovery,  it  gave  him  pleasure 
to  be  the  means  of  bringing  a pro- 
posal before  the  Society  which  em- 
braced not  only  the  extension  of 
commerce  but  of  Christian  philan- 
thropy and  scientific  knowledge.

Si  ■ : At  the  end  ofMarch  I joined  |{ 


I an  expedition  going  out  under  the 
command  of  the  Sheik,  Abdel  Rach- 
man,  to  Musgo.  Up  to  that  time 
the  sheik  had  always  refused  me 
permission  to  leave  Kuka  for  any 
length  of  lime.  The  razzia  went  as 
far  as  9°  30'  N.  lat.,  and  I had  there- 
fore an  opportunity  of  seeing  more 
of  the  country  than  any  other  Euro- 
pean before  me.  I discovered  on 
this  occasion  a fine  large  inland 
lake,  with  a chain  of  graniti ; moun- 
tains running  from  N.  to  S.  along 

o a 

its  western  bank. 

I likewise  made  sure  that  there 
does  not  exist  any  communication 
between  the  river  Shary  and  the 
warers  *of  the  Niger  system  ; as  the 
Shary  runs  at  9°  30'  about  twenty 
miles  east  of  the  eastern  bank  of  the 
lake  aforementioned,  in  the  direction 
from  southeast  to  northwest.  It  is 
joined  from  the  westward  by  only 
three  very  small,  and  at  the  time  I 
saw  them,  m-arly  dry  rivers,  coming 
all  from  the  Felatah  mountains;  on 
its  right  or  eastern  bank,  a very  large 
river,  coming  from  the  east,  falls  into 
it  at  about  10°  N.  lat. 

The  Shary  is  a beautiful  stream, 
about  one  thousand  feet  broad,  ami 
in  the  driest  season  of  the  year,  be- 
tween eight  and  ten  feet  deep. 
During  the  wet  time  of  the  year  it 
must  discharge  at  least  one  hundred 
and  forty  thousand  cubic  feet  of 
water  every  second  into  the  lake 
Chad. 

There  was  not  much  fighting  all  the 
time  we  were  out,  the  j\Ius<ro  people 
having  all  fled  across  the  Shary ; but 
much  useless  cruelly  towards  prison- 
ers, thirty-six  of  whom  were  on  one 
occasion  cut  to  pieces  alive.  Of  the 
four  thousand  slaves  carried  off — 
all  women  and  children  under  twelve 
years  of  age — I regret  to  state  that 
three  thousand  five  hundred  died  of 
dysentery  and  small. pox  before  the 
razzia  reached  Kuka. 

The  expedition  consisted  of  about 
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twenty  thousand  horsemen,  with  ten  good  enough  lo  forward  to  the  mu- 
thousand  camp  followers,  accom- 
panied by  about  live  thousand  camels 
and  as  many  bullocks. 

I returned  from  this  expedition  in 
somewhat  indifferent  health,  about 
the  lOiliofJune;  and  1 am 
to  start  in  two  da}s,  by  way  o( 

Yakoba,  to  the  river  Chadda,  to  join 
if  possible  the  Niger  expedition. 

You  will  be  aware  that  neither 
llie  important  town  of  Yakoba,  nor 
in  fact  the  whole  road  from  this 
place  to  that  town,  and  thence  to 
the  river,  lias  ever  been  visited  by 
Europeans.

Sir:  There  is  a good  opportunity 
of  writing  yon  a few  lines  by  the 
courier,  who  is  going  to  announce 
to  Hassan  Pasha  that  our  friend 
sheik  Amur  is  again  Sultan.  I was 
not  here  when  the  revolution,  which 
lasted  only  a few  hours,  took  place, 
bn*  un^d  from  Mandra,  and  was 
at  village  in  Uge,  one  hundred 
miles  souihwest  from  this,  with  a 
friend,  Cotshella  Bilal,  and  had  sent 
for  Corporal  Church  to  biing  me  a 
little  money  and  a few  other  things, 
as  I intended  to  go  on  to  Yakoba. 

On  hearing  the  news,  however,  I 
immediately  started  off,  leaving  the 
luggage  under  the  care  of  Church, 
and  after  a hard  ride  of  two  days  and 
a half  arrived  here  yesterday  evening. 
This  morning  1 vvent  to  congratulate 
the  new  Sultan,  who  received  me 
very  well. 

My  attempt  to  join  the  Niger- 
Chadda  expedition  was  unsuccess- 
ful. My  plan  was  to  go  from  this 
to  Yakoba,  and  from  thence  down 
llie  river  to  the  sea-shore.  As  1 
was  about  to  start,  sheik  Ab  del 
Rachman  sent  for  me  and  told  me 
that  I was  not  to  leave  Kuka  with- 
out giving  my  reason.  At  last,  after 
much  trouble,  1 got  permission  to 
g ) out  of  the  way  of  the  rains,  as 
iny  health  was  very  bad;  but  I was 
not  allowed  to  go  to  Yakoba,  but 
ordered  to  proceed  to  Mandra, 
whence  I should  go  to  Adaniawa 
and  to  the  Chadda. 

The  sheik  refused  any  escort,  and 
gave  me  only  a single  horseman,  1 
but  said  he  had  written  to  the  Sultan  j 


i of  IMandra  to  sec  me  safe  to  Adam- 
awa. 

Dr,  Barth  had  not  visited  Mandra, 
he  having  gone  by  way  of  Uge  to 
Adarnawui.  After  a fortnight’s  hard 
traveling  over  a road  which  defies 
any  description,  the  water  covering 
it  two  feet  high,  and  over  rivers 
where  I had  to  stop  to  build  rafts  to 
cross  them,  I arrived  finally  at  Mora, 
and  was  immediately  invited  by  the 
Sultan  to  enter  the  town.  * 

It  was  only  after  about  a month 
that  I got  permission  to  proceed, 
but  not  to  Adamawa,  as  the  Mancha 
people  were  at  war  with  the  Fela- 
tahs,  and  I had  therefore  to  retreat 
to  Uge,  thinl'  ing  ofgoing  from  thence 
to  Yakoba  or  to  Adaniawa,  when 
the  change  of  government  called 
me  back  to  Kuka. 

Kuka,  Oct,  1,  1854, 
Sir:  I am  anxiously  awaiting  the 
arrival  of  the  Murzuk  caravan,  and 
intend  to  start  sho’rtly  for  Fitiri,  in 
order  to  open  some  communication 
with  the  Sultan  of  Wadai.

Sir:  I intend  to  stop  now  two 
months  in  Kuka,  as  the  roads  are 
scarcely  passable,  and  flies  and  mos- 
quitoes are  in  great  quantities 
Kuka  is  not  in  the  region  of  trop- 
ical rains;  the  whole  amount  of 
water  which  has  fallen  during  the 
thiee  months  of  wet  weather,  be- 
ginning here  wiih  June,  is  only 
’2*2.57  English  inches ; and  the 
quantify  ol' rain  in  one  year  will  not 
exceed  25  inches,  or  about  the  tenth 
part  of  that  which  falls  at  the  Sene- 
gal, and  the  fiftli  part  of  that  wliich 
comes  down  in  the  lake  district  of 
England.  But  the  tropical  rains 
extend  to  a distance  of  only  one 
degree  south  from  this  place,  where 
I observed  in  one  night  a fall  of 
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eight  inches  of  wafer.  The  rain 
begins  in  the  middle  of  May,  and 
lasts  till  the  beginii  ing  of  Sejitember. 
The  greatt'St  .(|iianiily  which  has 
fallen  liere  at  one  lime  is  3.2:5  indies. 

The  great  inundation  here  is 
caused  by  the  water  of  ihe  eonntry 
from  the  south  all  running  olf  to- 
wards the  lowest  points,  Lake  Chad 


and  llie  environs  of  Kuka,  which  lie 
in  some  places  even  below  the  level 
of  the  lake. 

The  beat  is  now  moderate,  seldom 
over  95",  and  the  difference  beiwoeo 
night  and  day  scarcely  percepiible.

Sir : I have  the  honor  to  enclose 
a few  geographical  positions  deter- 
mined by  astronomical  observations 
in  IMandra,  Bornu,  and  Sudan,  the 
latter  of  which  will,  in  the  hands  of 
so  experieuced  a traveler  and  accu- 
rate observer  as  Dr.  Barth,  go  far  in 
determining  tlie  positions  of  Kano, 
Sokatti,  Timbuctu,  and  other  places 
which  he  has  visited.  I have  now 
finished  a twelve  month  of  meteor- 
ological and  matiy  magnetical  ob- 
servations, which  1 will  forward  to 
you  as  soon  as  they  are  properly  ar- 
ranged. Very  interesting  is  the 
small  amount  of  rain  observed  by 
me  here  : During  the  raitiy  season 

(begtnning  of  July  to  etid  of  Sep- 
tember) only  19  5 English  inche.s 
fell,  and  during  Die  whole  year  not 
more  than  21  inches.

AN  Hungarian  traveler  in  Cen- 
tral Africa.  ; 

Communicated  by  Dr  H.  Bonay. — : 
With  remarks  by  Mr.  AV.  D.  Cooley. 
Bead,  February  14,  1853. 

Lagdilaus  Magyar,  horn  at  Sza- 
badka,  in  Hungary.  After  having 
studied  in  the  naval  school  at 
Flume,  went  t<i  sea  in  1844,  and; 
served  suli.^equently  as  lieutenant 
in  the  navy,  of  the  State  o(  La 
Plata.  In  1847,  he  proceeded  to 
the  African  kingdom  Kalahari, 
whose  king,  named  Trudoilnii-Da 
laher- Almazor,  alter  two  years,  gave 
liim  permission  to  travel  in  Cmiral 
Africa.  On  the  loth  of  January, 
1849,  he  left  Bengiiela,  and  alter  a 
troublesome  journey  (if  some  days  \ 
in  a dry  and  desolate  coiiiiiry,  wiiii  , 
scarcely  any  vegetation,  except  iJie 
casonera,  (a  kind  of  aloe,]  he 
came  to  Kiszagin,  the  first  inhabi- 1 
ted  place  in  the  kingdom  Hainbo,  | 
near  the  liver  Kiibale,  2 800  feet' 
above  ilie  sea.  After  seven  days’  ; 
journey,  he  arrived  at  Kandala,  a i 
larger  town,  built  on  a pyramidal  ' 
motititain,  with  a fine  view  around  i 
the  country.  From  this  place,  alter  | 
five  days’  journey,  he  reached  the 
mountains  of  Kindumbo,  which' 


contain  mines  of  metal  and  mineral 
>prings.  He  ascended  one  of  the 
highest  mountains,  called  Lingi- 
Lingi,  the  view  from  which  was 
inagiiificent,  the  plain  being  over- 
spread  with  many  villages  and 
forests. 

Alter  traveling  through  some  of 
these  villages,  he  arrived  at  Colon- 
go,  the  second  city  ol  ihe  kingdom 
Hainbc).  The  river  Izesze  rises  in 
this  country,  (11°  lai.) 

From  Coloiigo,  passing  over  the 
mountains  Dsainbo,  tiie  rivers  Keve 
and  Kiitalii,  he  came  to  Kimblenge, 
the  first  village  w inch  he  saw  in  the 
kingdom  of  Bihe.  The  kingdom 
of  Hitie,  situated  about  14°  lat.  and 
18°  22'  long.,  is  4, .500  feet  above 
the  sea  ; the  heat  is  generally  14° 
to  15°  Raunier.  The  boundar.es  of 
iliis  country  art — on  the  north, 
Bailundo  and  Andul;  on  the  south, 
Kakiiig  and  Zainbiiila  ; on  the 
west,  the  monritains  of  Plambo;  on 
the  east,  the  great  river  Koanza. — 

, The  country  is  generally  level ; the 
soil  an  aluminous  and  siliceous 
mixture,  and  is  extremely  fertile. — 
The  mountains,  wliicn  are  not  verv 
high,  are  covend  w'ith  beauiiful 
, forests.  The  inhabiiants  called 
Kirnhundu,  are  more  civilized  ihaii 
other  negroes.  Both  sexes  are  tall 
and  well  lormed  ; they  are  hospita- 
ble ; and  in  these  parts  of  Alrica 
are  the  only  ones  who  patronise 
meichants  and  travelers.  They  are 
! very  fond  of  ornaments  atid  colored 
diesses  ; are  usually  armed  wiih 
spears  six  feet  long,  shoii  Turkish 
knives,  and  sonie  of  them  wnh  firc- 
[ arms.  They  are  i>olyiheisis,  and 
have  also  several  wives.  The  form 
of  government  is  rather  oligarchical, 
the  king  being  obliged  to  share  his 
power  with  the  chieftains  of  the 
different  tribes  or  latnilies.  The 
whole  population  is  about  50,000,

On  the  20ih  of  February,  1850, 
he  left  his  new  huuie  wiih  his  wife 
and  tvvo  hundred  and  eighiy-rtve 
armed  men,  and  passing  tiie  river 
Kokema,  he  jtroceeded  towards  the 
east,  and  after  - even  days’  journey, 
he  arrived  at  the  river  Koanza, 
along  which  he  marciied,  atid  found 
that  It  rises  near  the  village  Kapeke 
in  about  15°  9'  lai.,  20°  long.  Tlie 
soil,  from  the  river  Koanza,  a dis- 
tance of  about  three  hundred  geo 
.graphical  miles  towuirds  the  east,  is 
jiiosily  sandy.  Zebra,  gazelle,  wild 
■o.xen,  horses  and  elephants,  are 
here  foutid  in  great  numbers.  Pas- 
sing the  rivers  Vindika,  Kuiva, 
Karima,  and  Kainbale,  having  lelt 
to  the  south  the  kingdom  of  Bunda, 
he  arrived  in  the  great  forests  of 
Kibokue,  which  from  the  sixth  de- 
gree of  latitude,  extend  from  west 
to  east.  Having  visited  Kariongo, 
the  last  town  on  the  limits  of  the 
kingdom  of  Bunda,  he  came  to  an 
elevation  twelve  miles  in  circum- 
ference, in  10°  6'  lat.,  and  21°  19' 
long.,  and  5,2t)0  feet  above  the  sea. 

“This  countiy.”  says  the  trave- 
ler, “might  be  termed  the  mother 
of  the  greatest  rivers  of  Central  Af- 


p rica.”  Here  rises  the  river  Kasza- 
1 1 bi-Kaiidai,  wliii-.h  !)f-ing  in  some 
|!  place,'  several  miles  in  width,  and 
receiving  inany  rivers,  after  a course 
of  filteen  hundred  geographic  il 
miles,  liows  into  the  Indian  Ocean. 

I Tiie  rivers  Bunge-Bungo,  Luena, 
and  Lumr-gi,  tiow  through  the  king- 
doms of  Lob.ir  and  [Calm,  and  dis- 
ippear  in  the  unknown  distance  — 
Beside  the  above  metitioned  rivers, 

■ he  Vindika,  Kuiva,  Karima,  and 
Karnbale,  rise  also  here.  After  a 
journey  of  thirty-three  days,  pas- 
sing the  kingdom  Kibokue,  and  the 
river  Ltimegi,  be  arrived  at  Yah- 
; Quileni  in  Kalunda.  Yah-Quilein 
is  situated  on  the  shores  of  the 
I great  river  Kaszahi,  in  about  4°  41' 
latitude,  23°  43'  longitude. 

We  omit  a brief  poem  in  the  lan- 
guage of  the  kingdom  of  Bunda, 
with  the  translation. 

One  evenitig,  says  the  traveler, 
before  my  departure,  some  of  the 
negroes  sang  as  follows  : 

Kindale  vendatu  catala  positu, 
Zumboca  oviiia  kanazuzu  utyiti, 
Kiszala  cuinue  son  Ange,  van  Ange. 

The  white  man  who  came  from  so  far  to  us. 
May  he  be  happy,  and  without  sorrow  on 
his  voyage. 

His  memory  is  in  our  hearts.  God’s  bless- 
ing be  with  us.

As  far  back  as  18.h4  he  wrote  to 
Germany  lo  the  effect  that  he  only 
awaited  the  roceipi  of  $1  000  more 
fr-'in  the  British  Government,  in 
order  to  proceed  at  once  to  VVadai, 
aim  thence  to  the  Indian  Ocean. — 
Ttiis  sun.  must  have  long  since 
been  receivefi,  and  the  worthy 
Doctor  and  his  companion  may 
possibly  be  at  present  en  route  fur 
the  sources  of  the  Nile. 


lie  in  Africa  is  nowhere, 
in  the  maps  as  a sandy  desert,  a 
blue  .spot,  about  the  size  of  the 
Caspian,  in  the  shape  of  a hideous 
inflated  leech.  We  trusted  that  a 
more  accurate  survey  W'ould  corn  et 
the  exirenie  frighifuliiess  of  the 
supposed  form.  Mr.  Anderson, 
howei'er,  has  spared  us  furtlier  ex- 
citement. The  lake  turns  out  to  be 
a milage — a mytlius  with  the  smal- 
lest conceivable  nucleus  of  fact. — 
On  the  very  spot  occii|)ied  by  this 
, great  blue  leech — longitude  cast 
fioiii  Greenwich  'lo,  latitude  20  21 
— he  found  it  small  specK  of  bitter 
, water  (not  fresh)  something  more 
j than  twenty  miles  across  or  the 
.size  of  L iugh  Corrib,  in  Galway. — 
So  perishes  a phantom  which  has 
' exciied  London  Geograjiliers  for  a 
whole  season.” 

There  seems  to  be  a complication 
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of  blunders  in  the  above.  It  was 
from  the  south  east  rather  than  tlie 
south  west,  that  Dr.  Livingston  ap- 
proached the  large  inland  lake  dis- 
covered l>y  him  (Ngami)  near  tlie 
latitude  above  mentioned.  I3ut  that 
discovery  is  now  comparatively 
oM,  and  has  excited  no  special  in- 
terest during  the  last  year.  Nor 
bad  he  anything  to  do  with  Arab 
tr.ivelers  in  the  matter.  The  Arab 
travelers,  and  the  inland  sea  that 
has  lately  excited  so  much  interest, 
(Maravi,  or  Ngassi,)  belong  to  quite  ; 
another  part  of  Africa.  The  dis-i 


! coveries  there  have  been  from  the 
north  east  instead  of  from  the  south 
I west,  and  the  great  inland  lake  or 
sea,  instead  of  Ijeing  twenty  de- 
grees south,  nearly  touches  the 
equator,  accorriing  to  the  recent 
accounts,  extending,  say  from  one 
to  ten  degrees  south.  The  West- 
minster Review,  according  to  the 
above  notice,  has  fallen  into  great 
and  most  discreditable  blunders,  in 
its  zeal  to  discredit  Christian  mis- 
sionaries.

During  his  tour, 
he  profoundly  studied  uur  character 
iind  our  institutions  ; and  upon 
his  return  home  he  embodied  the 
results  to  which  his  observation  led 
him,  in  a work  whose  eloquence 
and  merit  have  placed  it  among  the 
classics  of  France.  In  connection 
with  the  problem  of  slavery,  he 
thus  notices  Liberia:  “Two  thous- 
and live  hundred  negroes  are  col- 
lected there ; they  have  introduced 
the  democratic  institutions  of  Amer- 
ica into  the  land  of  their  fore- 
fathers; and  Liberia  has  a repre- 
sentative system  of  government, 
negro  jurymen,  negro  magistrates, 
and  negro  priests;  churches  have 
been  built  there,  and  newspajiers  j 
established;”  aiul  he  adds  that  it 
is  an  undertaking  which  may  have 
the  effect  »)f  changing  the  fate  of  a 
jmrtion  of  the  human  r.ice. 

About  a quarter  of  a century  has 
passed  hy  since  De  [’ocqucville 
wrote  these  words.  The  underta- 


king which  was  then  in  its  feeble 
infancy  is  now  in  its  vigorous 
youth.  The  American  jropulation 
of  Liberia  is  now  rising  ten  thous- 
and. Immigration  is  increasing. — 
Several  hundred  thousand  natives 
are  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
Republic,  which  is  no  longer  in 
, charge  of  the  Colonization  Society, 
but  a free  and  independent  State. 
The  institutions  of  Liberia  have  ac- 
' quired  solidity  and  permanence. — 
President  succeeds  President,  as  in 
our  own  Ametica,  with  the  same 
regularity  and  acquiescence  of  all, 
after  like  seasons  of  political  war- 
fare and  partisan  strife.  'I'he  earth 
IS  veined  with  the  richest  ores,  the 
sands  of  the  rivers  are  auriferous 
' with  particles  of  gold,  and  the  soil 
teems  wiih  agricultural  wealth. 

I Such  is  the  young  Republic  of 
Liberia,  a State  whose  very  exis- 
tence is  almost  unknown  and  half- 
I forgotten,  but  which  is  in  its  ol>- 
1 scuiity  working  out  results  of  incal- 
culable importance  and  interest  to 
I the  statesriieii  and  philanthropists 
of  America. 

The  most  remarkable  fact  pre- 
sented by  the  history  of  Liberia  is 
jthis:  the  transplaniatiun  to  Africa, 
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and  the  adoption  with  complete 
.success  by  a new  race,  of  our 
Anglo-Saxon  instiiutior.s  of  trial  by 
jury,  an  independent  judiciary,  and 
ihe  supremacy  of  law,  which  ate 
the  only  efficient  guarantees  of  (ter- 
sona!  lilieriy  and  national  freedom. 
The  French  and  the  Germans  h.ive 
at  various  times  striven  to  tran- plant 
them,  without  success;  with  them 
they  have  been  fragile  exotics, 
withering  at  tlie  first  breath  ol 
misfortune.  Upon  the  west  coast 
of  Africa,  in  the  seventh  parallel  of 
north  latitude,  upon  a continent 
wliich  is  the  Pariah  of  the  cotiti- 
nents,  a weak  and  despised  jjeople 
have  succeeded  in  doing  that  w'liich 
the  greatest  nations  of  modern 
times  have  trit  d to  do  in  vain. — 
This  is  a great  and  most  significant 
fact. 

The  history  of  Liberia  illustrates 
liow  an  overruling  Providence,  out 
of  evil  “ever  educing  good,”  sortie- 
times  permits  a race  to  remain  in 
bondage,  like  Israel  in  Egy{)l,  for 
wise  and  beneficent  purposes.  It 
ever  Africa  is  redeemed,  it  will  be 
by  the  African-American  race,  whose 
humanity  has  been  elevated  and 
ennobled  by  contact  with  our  An- 


glo-American race.  As  ancient 
Israel,  though  sore  oppres'-ed  in 
Egypt,  went  ihiiher  a piimitive  pa- 
triarchal society,  and  left  it  a civil- 
ized people,  enriched  with  all  of 
Oriental  lore,  so  have  the  children 
of  Africa  come  to  our  shores  in 
their  primitive  liarbatism,  and  so  arc 
they  leaving  them,  fitted  for  rejiub- 
licaiiisrn  and  freedom,  by  the  lie- 
nign  iiiHuence  of  our  Christian  civ- 
ilization. 

The  prosperity  of  Liberia  is  of 
unspeakable  irniiortance  to  the  fu- 
ture well-being  of  America.  Its 
mission  is  to  be  an  outlet  and 
refuge  for  our  large  and  rapidly  in- 
creasing colored  population.  'I’liree 
thou.‘-and  miles  from  us — in  a tropic 
clime — the  vviljing  reci|iient  of  our 
religion,  laws,  inanneis,  culture, 
institutions — in  a w'or<),  all  iliat  is 
essential  and  valuable  in  our  Amer- 
ican civiliziilion — it  can  never  harm 
us.  It  will  latlier  be  a market  lor 
our  manufactures,  and  an  em|iloyer 
of  our  commerce.  And  it  will  set 
up  in  Africa  a standard  of  Freedom 
and  Christianity,  benetith  whose 
shadow  its  now  degraded  tribes 
may  yet  grow  into  one  of  the  impe- 
rial races  of  mankind.

Bro.  JMartin: — It  is  a que-tion 
which  has  been  tauntingly  asked, 
can  anything  good  come  out  of 
I Naziireth  ? not  only  by  the  proud 
I and  self-conceited  Jew,  but  again 
and  again  by  their  Gentile  brethren. 
The  origin  of  this  question,  how- 
ever, furnishes  an  answer  so  favor- 
i able  to  the  poor  and  humble,  that 
' we  are  disposed  to  give  the  poor 
African  whatever  benefit  to  which 
i they  may  be  entitled.  We  learn 
; from  a multitude  of  instances  and 
1 occasions,  that  God  is  no  respecter 
of  persons.  For  many  ages  the 
; most  lefined,  learned,  and  philo- 
ibophiciil  peo()le  were  groping  in  a 
night  of  the  grossest  superstition. 
And  “ professing  themselves  to  be 
wise,  they  became  fools,  and  changed 
the  glory  of  the  incorriifrtibie  God, 
into  an  image  made  like  to  cor- 
ruptible man.”  One  of  the  most 
essential  truths,  yea,  central  truth, 
of  the  only  true  religion, — a media- 
tor between  God  and  man,  was  en- 
tirely obscured  from  the  range  of 
mortal  vision,  or  at  most,  but  very 
vaguely  imagined.  Such  is  the 
case,  even  at  this  day,  with  nearly 
two-thirds  of  the  human  race,  whose 
pride  is  commensurate  with  the 
folly  of  their  idolatry.  Amid  this 
dark  waste  of  superstition,  it  is  a 
matter  of  some  pleasant  reflection, 
to  find  a people,  the  least  esteemed 
on  earth,  presenting  in  their  reli- 
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gious  creed,  llie  necessity  of  a me- 
diator between  them  and  their  of- 
fended God.  I have  been  led  to 
these  reflections,  partly  from  an  iti- 
tervievv  held  this  evening  with  some 
natives,  and  partly  from  the  interest 
and  importance  of  the  subject.  1 
was  in  the  market  lookitig  around 
for  a place  suitable  for  preaching, 
when  I saw  a few  old  men  s'liing 
under  a tree,  taking  their  ease. — 
Alter  the  usual  salutations,  I told 
them  I was  a stratiger  and  would 
be  glad  to  hear  something  of  the 
way  in  wliich  they  worshipped  God. 
One  began  by  an  exjtlanation.  He 
said,  that  if  a man  from  a strange 
tovvn  should  bring  some  yams,  or  a 
present  of  some  kind  to  Are,  the 
chief,  he  would  not  take  it  in  the 
presence  of  Are,  but  would  carry  it 
to  some  autherized  person,  as  Are- 
Ago  (or  the  Bologunn,)  who  would 
present  it  to  the  chief.  So  it  was 
with  their  worship  of  God.  They 
had,  he  said,  many  orishas,  as  shan- 
go,  ifa,  orisha-ko,  Sic.,  and  their 
priests,  through  whom  they  pre 
sented  their  sacriflees  anti  gifts  to 
God  as  they  would  thus  become  ac- 
ceptable and  meritorious.  Here 
was  plainly  expressed  the  nece.‘-sity 
boih  of  a priesthood  and  a mediator. 
Of  the  virtue  of  these  mediatorial 
duties,  (as  they  believe)  may  be  in- 
ferred from  tlie  remark  of  another 
man,  whom  I saw  one  morning  on 
a visit,  just  concluding  some  of  his 
religious  ceremonies.  He  said  if  a 
man  should  be  very  sick,  and  send 
for  the  priest,  and  do  as  he  told 
him,  he  would  recover.  That  is  he 
must  make  such  a sacrifice,  of 
chicken,  sheep  and  goats,  to  Ifa  or 
some  orisha,  and  then  he  would 
not  die,  if  not.  death  would  be  the 
result.  Here  was  a consciousness 
of  guilt,  the  feeling  of  necessity  of 
an  atonement,  and  belief  in  a me- 
diator necessary  to  their  acceptarici 
with  God.  Such  are  the  semi- 
2 


||  ments,  with  occasional  niodifica- 
j:  lions  perhaps,  and  less  distinctness, 

||  prevalent  among  tlie  Yoruba  peo- 
pie.  It  is  very  common  for  them, 
when  asked,  to  confess  that  they 
i!  are  sinners.  Believers  as  they  are 
, in  their  gods,  they  do  not  look 
i|  upon  them  as  giljed  with  the 
j!  jvtwer  of  salvatirin.  As  an  old 
[I  man  remarked.  Lord  “give  them 
orisha  to  help  them,”  anil  as  me- 
] diuins  through  which  their  blessings 
I come.  They  do  not  beli2ve  that 
their  idols  can  manifest  any  power, 
except  bv  some  mysterious  com- 
munion with  God;  and  admit  al- 
most anything  one  may  .say,  with 
(the  mental  reservaiion,  to  love  and 
I praise,  orisha  still,  when  you  have 
left  their  house.  It  does  not  seem, 
however,  that  the  Yorubas  have 
that  inseparable  attachment  lor  their 
idols  as  spoken  of  among  some 
other  nations.  There  is  generally 
no  [larticular  offence  given,  in  hold- 
ing up  their  images  as  the  works  ol 
men,  and  iiicapalile  of  conlerring 
any  lienefit.  They  take  your  word.- 
kindly  and  admit  the  iriiih  of  wliai 
you  say.  It  is  not  then  iheir  aitacb- 
ment  to  their  peculiar  worship  as 
such,  so  much,  as  its  bearing  on 
their  relationships,  and  the  siupidi- 
j tyand  indifl'erence  to  spiritual  things, 
conserpient  on  their  long  estrange- 
ment from  the  true  God.  Then  they 
.are  hopeful  people.  They  need 
not  so  much  conviction  as  to  the 
folly  of  their  worship,  as  that  they 
are  dead  in  trespasses  and  sins  and 
under  the  consuming  w rath  of  God. 
As  heal  hen,  they  are  well  piepared 
lo  understand  the  priesthood  and 
mediation  of  Christ  so  essential  to 
I the  peace  of  an  afflicted  soul,  atid 
wiiliout  faith  in  which  a Yoriiban, 
even  now,  would  he  deprived  of 
that  false  hope,  that  cheers  his 
troubled  mind.  There  is  great  en- 
couragement in  laboring  among  a 
people  thus  advanced.  A part  of 
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the  Avork  is  done  already.  What 
we  need  is  ardent,  earnest,  avail- 
ing  prayer.  And  if  we  are  true  to 
our  work,  and  railhfiii  in  preaching 
Christ,  we  shall  be  rewarded  sooner 
or  later  with  an  abundant  harvest. 
Why  shall  we  not  hope  that  the 
Ijonl  will  redeem  the  character  of 
this  Mazareth,  and  make  manifest 
that  Scripture  which  says  the  first 
shall  be  last,  and  the  last  first.  The 
jieculiar  religious  system  of  this 
jieople  and  the  kindness  and  free- 
dom with  which  they  receive  us, 
should  be  taken  as  a token  of  the 
JiOrd’s  will,  that  we  should  now 
arise  and  [lossess  the  land.  We 
are  pressed  to  enter,  but  we  are 
compelled  to  refuse.  One  of  the 
most  important  points  cantiot  be 
occupied  from  the  tardiness  with 
which  our  brethren  of  the  Rehoboih 
Association  send  out  the  successor 
of  Brother  Dennard.  We  have 
been  so  urged  to  the  occupancy  of 
that  point,  by  church  missionary 


I members,  who  seem  anxious  to 
join  us,  that  we  are  forced  from  our 
inactive  position  to  some  prt'para- 
tory  steps  for  building.  Should 
this  meet  the  eyes  of  King,  Tharp, 
or  Laiidram,  or  any  member  of  said 
body,  they  will  be  advised  of  the 
condition  of  affairs,  and  the  great 
necessity  of  haste  in  appointing 
and  e(|uip[)ing  a successor  for  our 
lamenled  Brother  Dennard.  I would 
suggest,  that  it  is  not  good  policy 
to  a|)point  or  choose  any  man  now 
supported  by  the  Board,  as  this 
course  gives  no  advancement  to  the 
mission.  Always  select  a new 
man,  with  the  view  of  increasing 
our  number.  Had  this  policy  been 
universally  adopted,  we  would  now 
have  one  more  man  in  the  field 
than  we  have.  There  is  another 
applicant  for  baptism,  but  no  acces- 
sion has  been  made.  Ever  yours

Late  from  Liberia. 


The  very  interesting  letters  here  j 
given  from  the  Rev.  John  Seysi  j 
special  agent  of  the  Society,  afford  | 
animating  views  of  the  condition  | 
and  prospects  of  the  new  settlement  j 
at  Cape  Mount,  and,  generally,  of  j 
the  expedition  by  the  Elvira  Owen. . 
A full  and  well  prepared  journal 
accompanied  this  first  letter,  of 
winch  we  have  space  only  at  present 
for  me  following  extract : 

“ Wednesday,  Sept.  3d. 

Robertsport,  O’d  C.  Mount. 

“ Having  completed  all  our  busi-  J 
ness  at  Monrovia  by  Saturday  last,  j 
we  came  on  board  in  the  afternoon  | 
Dr.  Roberts  and  his  family,  some  j 
other  passengers  and  ten  carjieii-  j 


ters.  As  it  was  not  the  captain’s 
intention  to  sail  before  daylight  the 
next  morning,  Mr.  Benedict,  the 
agent  I have  employed  for  that 
place,  did  not  come  off  until  the 
morning : early  on  the  31st,  we  took 
up  the  anchor,  and  after  a’  pleasant 
run  for  six  and  a half  hours,  anchor- 
ed off  Cape  Mount  within  half  a 
mile  of  ilie  beach,  and  directly  op- 
posite to  one  of  the  sites  dt  signaled 
as  tile  place  for  the  Receptacle. 

‘‘  I Ills  bold  and  beaiititul  promon- 
tory, pcemig  up  some  860  feet 
above  the  level  of  die  sea,  with 
spur  rising  above  spur,  and  ham- 
mock aiiove  hamiiK  ck,  all  gradually 
sloping  towards  the  beach,  has  the 
most  imposing  apjiearance,  and 
cannot  fail  to  prove  a most  desira- 
ble and  healthful  location  for  a 
town  and  settlement.  We  found 
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the  beach  so  good,  that  on  Monday 
\vc  landed  fifty-one  men,  women 
and  children,  yesterday  thirty-five 
more,  with  a large  amount  of  stores, 
baggage  and  cargo  ; and  to-day  the 
other  four,  including  a very  sick 
girl,  making  the  complemeni  of 
ninety,  were  safely  landed.  The 
weather  continues  fine,  and  tliero 
is  every  prohabililyof  oeltingtlirough 
here  and  discharging  the  ship  very 
early  next  week. 

“I  did  not  land  myself  until  11 
o’clock  yesterday,  as  it  was  neces- 
sary 1 should  remain  on  board  and 
help  to  expedite  matters.  Upon 
rny  landing  on  the  beach,  and  walk- 
ing half  a mile  to  the  garrison,  I 
was  most  cheerfully  and  cordially 
received  by  Rev.  A.  D.  Williams, 
who  is  the  superintendent  of  the 
station,  appointed  by  the  President, 
the  Rev.  Mr,  Matthews,  preacher 
in  charge  of  the  M.  E.  Church, 
Capt.  Ralph  Moore,  and  a number 
of  other  old  acquaintances  and 
friends.  This  garrison  is  composed 
of  about  seventy-five  persons,  oc- 
cupying some  thirty-three  houses 
made  of  native  bamboo,  with  bam- 
boo floors  and  thatch  roofs,  but 
tolerably  comfortable.  All  around 
it  is  an  entrenchment,  thrown  up 
as  a breastwork,  with  four  pieces 
of  cannon,  posted  at  various  points, 
and  as  the  huts  are  all  around  an 
area  or  open  court,  in  the  centre  of 
the  little  town,  it  is  well  calculated 
for  self-defence,  and  is  airy  and 
comfortable.  They  have  an  abun- 
dance of  water,  the  purest  and 
coolest  I have  ever  drank  in  Africa, 
[t  comes  down  in  mountain  rills, 
from  springs  that  are  never  failing. 

“ Yesterday  afternoon  I took  a 
walk,  including  a circuit  of  some 
miles,  to  determine  on  the  site  for 
our  new  Receptacle,  and  finally 
made  choice  of  the  one  opposite 
the  anchoring  ground.  Several  of 
the  leading  men  of  the  place  were 


j!  with  me,  and  all  concurred  in  the 
![  propriety  of  the  situation.  But  we 
i!  have  everything  to  do — lime  to 
li  burn,  stone  to  quarry  and  collect, 

I brick  to  import  from  Monrovia  or 
^ burn,  and  the  very  place  where  our 
j building  is  to  stand,  to  clear  oft',  for 
I although  some  of  the  bush  is  cut 
down.  It  is  but  very  little,  and  we 
have  to  extend  the  clearing,  burn 
off,  and  prepare  for  our  founda- 
Itions.  And  the  very  impleinents 
to  work  with  are  wanting,  not  a 
crowbar  in  the  place  with  whicli  to 
get  out  stone. 

“Our  arrival  here  has  thrown 
new  life  into  this  liiile  community. 
They  were  almost  out  of  everything 
eatable.  Food  of  all  sorts  scarce, 
very  scarce,  with  a soil  all  around 
them  the  most  fertile  and  produc- 
tive in  the  world.  One  can  hardly 
avoid  the  conclusion  that  there  is  a 
want  of  energy  and  industry  some- 
where. More  than  fifty  acres  of 
beautiful  level  land  all  around  the 
garrison  afford  a most  excellent 
spot  for  gardens,  but  very  little  of 
it  is  in  cultivation.  The  conse- 
quence is  that  the  Americans  are 
entirely  dependent  on  the  natives  for 
cassavas,  rice  and  other  breadstuffs, 
when  they  themselves  might  have 
enough  and  to  spare.”

Rev.  R.  R.  Gurley, 

Rev.  and  very  Dear  Sir  : — Your 
very  kind  and  most  welcome  letter  by 
the  Shirley  came  safe  to  hand. — 
Receive  my  grateful  thanks  for  thus 
remembering  me  in  this  far  off 
land.  I have  written  to  you  by  the 
British  mail  steamer,  August  lOih  ; 
by  the  General  Pierce,  to  Rev.  Mr. 
McLain  and  yourself  very  fully,  on 
the  16ih  again  ; again  on  the  SOtli 
^f  the  same  month  by  British 
steamer;  and  after  arriving  here  I 
' sent  up  a package  of  letters  to 
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Monrovia,  containing  large  extracts 
from  my  journal  to  he  forwardecl 
via  England.  The  native  however 
lost  tile  entire  bundle.  I now  semi 
you  a duplicate  of  the  same  with 
additional  extracts  up  to  the  1st 
instant  I shall  write  to  Rev.  Mr. 
McLain  very  explicitly  on  several 
points  of  a financial  character. — 
Excuse  my  writing  on  the  same 
sheet.  It  is  to  save  ])oslage. 

I will  only  add  briefly  that  I am 
very  much  encouraged.  Our  work 
is  going  on  bravely — our  people 
here  have  almost  all  had  the  fever, 
!ind  saving  two  who  have  been  taken 
from  us,  are  recovering.  As  to 
myself,  my  gratitude  knows  no 
bounds.  My  Heavenly  Father  has 
dealt  most  gently  with  me.  I have 
had  two  very  slight  paroxysms  of 
lever,  fourteen  days  intervening  be- 
tween them,  and  am  as  well  as  ever.

Rev.  R.  R.  Garley, 

Rev.  and  Dear  Sir: — I wrote  to 
Rev.  Mr.  McLain  and  yourself  from 
Robertsport,  early  in  October,  and 
sent  you  lengthy  extracts  from  my 
journal.  I learn  that  these  have 
been  faithfully  forwarded  by  the 
British  mail  steamer  which  left  on 
the  lOih  ultimo. 

1 have  now  the  pleasure  to  add 
that  on  the  5th  instant,  I arrived 
liere  from  Cape  Mount,  made  all 
my  traveling  preparations  yesterday, 
and  in  two  hours,  (it  is  now  6 A. 
M.,)  hope  to  leave  for  the  interior. 

I have  to  report  that  our  Recep- 
tacle at  Robertsport,  though  not 
entirely  finished,  was  sufficiently  so 
to  admit  of  the  removal  into  its 
fine  and  commodious  rooms  of  one- 
half  of  our  immigrants,  those  who 
were  most  weakened  by  their  at- 
tacks of  fever.  The  efl'ect  of  this 


removal  was  almost  incredible. — 
Women  w ho  liad  to  be  carried  in 
hammocks  from  the  lower  ground 
cl  the  garrison  to  our  mountain 
house,  were  soon  revivid  by  the 
pure  air  around  it,  invigorated  by 
the  delightful  sea  breeze,  and  so 
cheered  up  by  the  inimitable  pros- 
I pect  and  scenery,  that  before  the 
i close  of  the  day,  they  were  walking 
about  the  house.  None  have  died 
since  my  last  rejiort,  in  which  I in- 
formed you  of  the  two  we  had  lost, 
one  boy  from  worms,  and  a woman 
who  died  a few  hours  after  jiarturi- 
tion.  We  have  every  reason  to 
anticipate  (he  full  recovery  and 
thorough  acclimation  of  the  eig/iiy- 
eighi,  now  at  Robertsport. 

Believing  that  all  our  feeble  ef- 
forts to  do  good,  should  be  com- 
menced, continued,  and  endtd  in 
God,  and  in  humble  dependence  on 
Him,  I caused  the  house  to  be 
! solemnly  dedicated  to  Almighty 
God,  on  Sunday,  Oct.  26th,  the  day 
I before  the  immigrants  moved  into 
it.  Almost  our  etitire  American 
j population  turned  out,  and  many  of 
'the  native  headmen.  A discou'se 
was  preached,  with  other  ^uilable 
devotional  exercises,  and  a very 
' appropriate  dedicatory  prayer  put 
up  by  Rev.  A.  D.  Williams,  that 
old  veteran  of  the  Cross,  and  at 
present  the  superintendent  of  the 
settlement  [t  was  a very  solemn 
occasi  11,  but  for  particulars,  refer- 
ence can  be  had  to  my  journal, 
from  which  extracts  will  be  for- 
warded next  month. 

1 On  arriving  hr  re  I found  the 
other  Receptacle  done,  and  done  in 
a masterly  style.  Mr.  Dennis  de- 
serves  great  credit  for  his  faithful 
sujiervision,  and  Mr.  Sherman,  the 
contractor  and  head  carpenter,  has 
won  for  himself  unfading  laurels. — 
i I was  delighted.  The  immigrants 
are  in  the  dining  hall,  operations 
j are  commenced,  and  everything 
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pro£[ressing,  just  as  those  at  home  I 
would  desire  to  see  them.  Tlie  tiuisli 
of  this  Receptacle,  is  superior  Ut  ours 
at  Cape  Mount;  ati  older  boss 
workman,  an  older  place  with  its 
facilities  for  carrying  ott  work; — 
when  compared  with  the  wilder- 
ness we  had  to  contend  with,  must  j 
form  the  excuse.  But  while  a 
greater  degree  of  neatness  may  be 
discovers  to  the  eye  of  the  prac- 
ticed architect  and  mechanic,  noth- 
ing essential  is  wanting  in  the  other 
building.  Mr.  Dennis  will  write 
no  doubt  fully. 

I expect  to  explore  the  higher 
ground  in  the  Queah  and  Goulah 
countries,  to  return  here  about  four- 
teen days  from  date,  then  proceed 
to  Bassa  in  the  government  schooner 
Lark,  and  having  fully  examined 
the  table  lands  there,  or  the  locali- 
ty, ami  commeticed  operations,  so 
as  to  be  ready  for  the  pioneers  by 
the  John  Stevens. 

President  Benson  spent  a week 
with  us  at  Robertsport,  and  ex- 


I pressed  himself  , as  being  highly 
t gratified  with  our  progress  there. — 

^ His  Excellency  has  furnished  me 
with  a letter  of  introduction,  re- 
i commendation  and  protection,  from 
, tinder  his  hand,  and  the  seal  of  the 
! Republic,  wi'h  which  I shall  travel, 

I iti  as  perfect  confidence,  as  though 
I I were  one  of  Liberia’s  own  citizens. 

The  Hon.  J.  H.  Paxton,  Post- 
j mister  General,  an  old  friend,  M. 

! Campion,  whom  I have  employed 
! as  temporary  agent  for  our  new  set- 
; tiement,  and  Jenkins,  my  Vey  at- 
tendant and  ititerpreter,  accompany 
me. 

And  now,  my  dear  sir,  trusting 
much  to  the  prayers  of  God’s  peo- 
j pie  ill  America,  for  our  safety  and 
I success,  1 am,  very  respectfully,

Despatch  of  Materials  for  Liberia 
College. — The  ship  Dirigo,  Capt.  At- 
wood, which  sailed  from  Boston  for  Mon- 
rovia Dec.  2tith,  was  cliartered  by  the 
Trustees  of  Donations  for  Education  in 
Liberia,  through  a committee,  consisting 
of  the  Hon.  Albert  Fearing,  President, 
and  William  Ropes,  Esq.,  Vice  President, 
of  that  corporation  She  is  consigned  to 
the  Hon.  Joseph  J.  Roberts,  the  late  dis- 
tinguished President  of  the  Republic  of 
Liberia,  and  now  President  of  Liberia 
College.  The  principal  part  of  her  cargo 
consists  of  materials  for  the  erection  of  a 
substantial  and  convenient  college  building 
on  a tract  of  land  granted  for  that  purpose 
by  the  Legislature  of  that  Republic, 

This  College  building  will  be  70  feet 
long,  45  feet  wide,  and  three  stories  high. 
It  will  contain  apartments  for  two  mem- 
bers of  the  College  Faculty  and  their  fam- 
ilies, who  will  re.side  in  the  building  and 
have  the  immediate  oversight  of  the  stu- 
dents; adining  room  sufficientfor  these  fam- 
ilies and  the  students;  a room  for  the  li- 
brary and  philosophical  apparatus;  a hall 
to  be  used  as  a chapel,  lecture  room,  or  for 
any  other  purpose  for  which  all  the  students 
need  to  be  convened;  rooms  for  recitation 
and  for  study  in  classes;  dormitories  for 
students,  and  the  necessary  offices,  store 
rooms,  and  other  accommodations.  The 
kitchen  is  to  be  a detached  building,  in 
easy  communication  with  the  dining  room. 

The  walls  of  the  College  building  are  to 
be  of  brick,  on  a foundation  of  Liberia 
granite  rising  two  feet  above  the  surface  of 
the  earth.  About  half  of  the  brick  goes 
out  in  the  Dirigo.  The  remainder,  with 
the  lime,  will  be  procured  in  the  immedi- 
ate vicinity. 

The  building  will  be  surrounded  by  a 
verandah,  eight  feet  wide,  supported  by  an 
iron  frame,  the  posts  of  which  will  be  in- 
serted into  blocks  of  granite.  Doors  open 
from  each  story  of  the  building  into  the 
corresponding  story  of  the  verandah. 

The  site  for  the  College  building  is  an 


College. 

elevation  on  the  right  or  north-west  bank  of 
the  St  Paul’s  River,  about  twelve  miles 
from  Monrovia  and  eight  from  the  Atlantic 
ocean,  both  of  which  will  be  visible  from 
its  cupola,  and  probably,  when  some  in- 
tervening forest  trees  are  cleared  away, 
from  its  base.  The  tract  of  one  hundred 
acres  on  which  it  will  stand,  is  well  adapt- 
ed for  a model  farm,  and  is  in  the  immedi- 
ate vicinity  of  the  oldest,  largest  and  richest 
agricultural  settlements  in  Liberia. 

The  buildings  will  be  able  to  accommo- 
I date  forty  or  fifty  students,  besides  the 
I President  and  a Professor,  or  two  Pro- 
fessors, with  their  families  and  attendants. 

The  plans  and  specifications  have  been 
1 drawn,  with  a careful  regard  to  economy 
' and  the  necessities  of  the  College  as  a pei- 
i manent  iristttution,  by  L.  Briggs,  Jr., 

I architect,  under  ttie  direction  of  the  trus- 
1 tees,  and  in  consultation  with  President 
I Roberts,  who  visited  the  United  States 
j last  summer  on  the  business  of  the  College. 

; The  doors,  windows,  frame,  and  all  the 
wood-work  of  the  interior  and  roof  have 
been  furnished  by  Messrs.  Flint  and  Kent, 
and  the  iron  frame  and  railing  of  the  ver- 
andah by  Messrs.  Chase,  Brothers  & Co. 

The  trustees  have  also  sent  out  a quan- 
tity of  merchandize,  believed  to  be  suffi- 
cient to  pay  for  the  granite,  brick,  lime 
and  labor  necessary  for  the  erection  of  the 
buildings;  the  kind,  and  quantity  of  each 
kind,  having  been  designated  by  Presi- 
dent Roberts. 

The  Dirigo  also  takes  out  some  freight 
on  private  account,  and  a very  small  quan- 
tity for  the  Colonization  Society;  but  that 
society  has  no  control  over  the  voyage,  or 
interest  in  its  results,  except  as  the  pro- 
motion of  collegiate  education  may  increase 
I the  prosperity  of  the  country  to  which  it 
sends  its  emigrants. 

j The  whole  cost  of  these  College  build- 
ings, including  the  freight  of  the  mate- 
, rials  from  Boston  to  Monrovia,  and  all 
i other  expenses,  will  probably  be  about 
, eighteen  thousand  dollars.
